?ite effect by contracting these tubes. Now, 
at the moment of sunset, if tbe moon be, in- 
creasing, if if ill be above the horizon, and tbc 
warmth of its light would prolong the circula- 
tion of the sap j but, during its decline, it will 
not raise for a conMileiable lime afler sunset 
and the plants will be suddenly exposed to the 
iinmiiigaled cold of the night, by which ft Slid- 
den contraction of leaves and lubes njll be 
produced, and the circulation of the sap as 
suddenly obstructed, 
^y.Ve adnikjilie lunar rays lo possess any 
lite caloric power, this reasoning miaht 



That light has an effect upon the- color of 
material substances is a fact weH known in 
physics and in tbo oris. The process of 
bleaching by exposure lo tbo sun is ftn obvious 
example of this class of facts. Vegetables 
and flowers which grow in a iti'dalion exclud- 
ed from the light of the sun are different iu 
color, from (hose which have been expotcd to 
itsirifl-jcnco. The most striltiog Instance, how- 
ever, of the effect of certain rays of solar light 
in blackening q light colored sul^tancc, is made 
by chloride of silver, which is a white substance, 
but which immediately becomes black when act- 
ed upon by the rays near (he red extremity of 
Iho hptcWum. 'This substance, however, highly 
susceptible as it is of liavmg its color affected by 
light, is nevertheless, found not |o be changed 
in any sensible degree when exposed to the 
light of the moon; even when that light is con- 
densed by ibe most powerful burning lenses.— 
II would teem, therefore, that as far as any 
analogy can be derived from the qualities of 
this substance the popular impression o\ Ibe 
influence of ihe moon's rays in blackening tbe 
*kin receives no support. 

M. Arago (who gencraly inclines lo favor 
rather than oppose popular opinions), appears 
to think il povible that forne effects may be 
produced upon the skin exposed on clear nights, 
explicable on the mine principle as lint by 
winch we have explained the effects errone- 
ously impuled to what is called ted WWOK. — 
The *kin being, in common with the leaves and 
flowers of vegetables a good radiator of heat, 
will when exposed on a clear night, for tbe 
tame reasons, suitain a loss of temperature,- — 
Atlhaugh tbW will be to a certain extent 
restored by the sourcos of animal beat, dill 
it. may bo contended thai tbe cooling produc- 
ed by ladialion is not altogether without ef- 
fect. It is well known "hat a person who 
tlteps e loosed io the open air on a night when 
the dew. falls, is liable lo suffer from severe 
cold, although the atmosphere around him 
never falls helot* a moderate temperature ', 
and although no actual deposition of dew may 
lake place upon th<> skin. This effect must 
arise from the constant lowering of tempera- 
lure of Ihe tVw by radiation. In military 
campaigns tbe efl«cls of bivouacking at night 
appear lo be generally admitted to darken tbo 
compii-xion.*

Ice, in fact, is produced, io 
warm climates, by limifar means, JJut if tbe 
firmament be enveloped in clouds, the clouds, 
baviog tbe quality of radiating, substances 
gain upon tbe tuifaee of the earth as much 
htat as such substances lose by radiation ; the 
temperature, therefore, of such bodies will be

The moon, therefore, ha* no cooneclion 
whatever with this effect j aod it is certain

Mr. McClurc. then reie to propoto *hc first 
rcsolufion, as follows : 

Jlesvfaed — "That this meeting considers il 
necessary and expedient dial I he Village of 
Holland Landing thould be Incorporated," 

Mr. 'jVIcClurcj in offering Iho foregoing 
resolution, observed llm, lie piopbsed it lo 
test 1hc feeling of tlio meeting. When lio 
'noked ot llio Villages of Newmarket and 
Bradford, bo found that sinco lliey had been 
Incorporated, there hid been evident and 
manifest signs of progress and prosperity, — 
Derides, Ihe Village paid largely lo ihc Town- 
ship Funds, and rcccircd but little in return, 
lie beTiVrrJd atalitlics would bear hirn out in 
affirming, that white lliey conlrihulcd aboul 
^200 annually (o the Township, (bey only re- 
ceived about $10 in return. Mr. McClurc 
ihcn observed, Itiot on hi* request, n couple of 
gentlemen from Ncwinartal wcro present, 
(Dr. JIunlcr, and Mr. E. Jackson,) who could 
inform the meeting of the advanlagcs and dtv 
yi)vaniagea of Incorporation of thai place, 
i/liich, perhaps^ would enable llicrn ot ilolfand 

anding to form nn opinion. 

Dr. Hunter was then called upon, who raid 
— as had been intimated by the previous speak- 
er, do had been requested to nllcnd Ibis 
meeting. When Newmarket was applying 
lor an Ac( of Incorporation, there Were two

Hut vain and ambitious or 
tellWl llicil might obtairi ihe reins of pl-vcr, 
ami make expenditures that would Ivari to bur- 
dei)!*oino IoxqIiod* To meel flic views of 
large property holdeis op|io*ed lo Ihe Char- 
Ut % we had a tiring clause intoried in ihe Act, 
lo iho elVecl that the Council could not, in any 
one year, ratio by taxaljoiu an (MUQunl ex* 
cecdiiig 5cls. in llic $ t autiualfy^ without a 
direct vole of (wu'lhirds of tho rateable in- 
l^bitautsa '1 he Village had been Incorporate 
ed two years ; and very few f tf ai,y f would now 
like to go back lo Ihe Townthiji* Lri*t year, 
uc made aboul ^i90U in improvements : and if 
we take into contideralion what wo usually 
paid for commutation of statute labor, our 
iaxe$ were not increased. We are now plac- 
ed in tins i>oiition,— if wo want improvements 
wc ean tax ourselves and make ihem j if we 
do not, there is no necesMly of levying taxes 
ut nil, for the Licence fees from taverns, stores 
and shows, Will morn tlir.n pay al! the working 
expenses. As Mr* McClurc r^maibod, since 
the Vilt'jgc had become Incorporated consider- 
able improvements had br*en made, and the 

public generally weore ii»*i.o well ratified, that 
forming ourselves into a separate mirntcipatity 

had been a benefit. However, Village Cor- 
porations had considerable power, and it be- 
comes the people to cboote ivUe and prudent 
men to mnr t age affairsi . 

Mr. 3i. Jackson, being called upon taul, ns 
to matter of fact, be did not know that he 
could add anything lo what Dr. Hunter had 
Mid, beyond this, that while Newmarket was 
connected with tbo Township, the moneys 
raUed in the place, al least a considerable pro- 
portion, were expended in making roads lead* 
ing to oilier villages, and thereby diverting 
trade from its legitimate channel. Jt inigbl 
be so ivitb this place, or might not. In refer* 
ence to Ihe course lo be tiunued, ho remark* 
ed, that if they desired an Act with a saving 
clause, similar to* what Newmarket had, lliey 
coutd not obtain it until after another SCt^on 
of the Legislature. They would reqnire, loo, 
750 iiiljjblcants, and 100 resident ratepayers 
on ihe roll, within their proposed limits. When 
obtaining a Charter for Newmarket, a com- 
mittee nas appointed lo canvass llic Village for 
natnta to a petition— asceitain ihe number of 
ihhabitaiits, and uho were opposed and in fa- 
vor ot Ihe Village having such a Chatter, No* 
tice was (den issued in Ihe Era Ibal applica- 
tion would be made lo the next session of Ihc 
Legislature, and through our member, Mr. 
llartman, xve got the Act pasted* As Dr. 
Hunter observed, very few indeed would be 



in favor of reluming back to our former posi- 
tion, in connection with WhUchurch. More 
improvements were made last year, than for 
five years previous, without increased taxation. 
So far for Ncwmaikct. Whether the people 
of Holland Landing bore llio same rebtion to 
Kost Grtitlimbury as we did to Whitchurch, 
he left them to judge. 

T. Willson, JSsq., was Ihe next to address 
ihe meeting. He iaiJ a few had been talking 
about ihe progress of Newmarket and Brad- 
ford tfacti gelling lucoiporaled, and fmally Ihe 
subject lurned upon procuring an Act for Hot* 
land Landing* Then lliey concluded lo call 
the people together this evening to consider (he 
matter. He did not expect they would be 
*blc to compete with Newinaiket ; but to his 
certain knowledge, tho Village contributed 
three times more to the Township than they 
received in return as a grant* Other parts of 
the Township were tailing about doing aifay 
with iho Wards in Ihe Township; and if ibis 
was done, llolloiid Landing would fare worse

The Clcik Ihcn read 9 communication from 
tho Receiver General** Officp, staling ibat 
^2C88icia, Clergy llciervo Mooejra, airai!- 
ed tbo order of iho Municipality, Also, from 
Mr. G, Jiolborn, niiti a receipt for .Clergy 
Kcscr s*c money interest in Ins hands, showing 
nid moneys to hive been paid over (0 Trustees 
of Union S. S. No, 2, with North Gwillimbury* 
Also, from Mr* A* Sutherland, staling thai 
his assessment had been ntlered since Ihe As* 
tcssoi'e slip had been left with him* 

A petition was presented from Mr. James 
Aylward and others, praying for commuta- 
tion of part of their statute labor, for tho next 
four year*, in the Village of Quecnsvillc, to 
enable tho inhabitant* to construct sidewalks* 

Also, a petition from A* McMastcr, Ksq., 
and others at Holland Landing, was presented, 
praying for aid from the Township lo support 
Mirhael Carl, a pauper. 

A report was read from ihe Cornmis&ioncrR, 
appointed to expend statute labor commutation 
money in Quecnsvillc, for the years 1858 and 
1850, showing on excess of expenditure of 
^(2'i5cts. over and above receipts. 

On motion of Mr* lives, Bccoifjn by Mr* 
Souls, Ihe Council resolved iUclf,iiito Commit- 
tee of the wbolo on the communications, pe- 
titions, and reports. Mr* G, Stokes in the 
chair.' 

The first thing before the Committee woe 
the petition from Quecnsvilh>, relative lo ccm* 
mutation of statute labor* 

On motion of Mr. Souls, seconded by Mr, 
Eves, the prayer was granted. 

The petition of Mr. McMastcr and others, 
relative lo granting aid to Michael Carl, was 
tiie next order, 

Mr* McLeod staled ibis uasn painful ca*e, 
and the man had been supported for some 
time by a few individuals. He was really a 
destitute person, and had to depend upon chari- 
ly for his daily bread. 

Mr, Nichols thought, lo grant aid (0 such 
characters would be n had precedent ;aml if it 
was giauled in ihi^ cow, lliurc would be plen- 
ty of application*, 

Mr. McLcod taid, he was nw&rc of Ihe 
precedent ; but it was bard lo u*e a msy lay 
in Ihe ttfeets and die liken hog ; and if no re- 
lief was granted by the Council this would he 
llio case, Qnlcjsa some of llic inhabitants sup- 
ported aud took care of him* 

.Mr. iSouls said tho only objection Wits— it 
was a bad precedent. Ho llioughl the Coun- 
ty should provide fof&ucli characters* 

Mr* McLcod replied, he was aware that it 
was properly the duly of the County to do so j 
but as Ihc County had no such place, some* 
thing ought (0 be done for the poor man, 

Mr* 1'jVCs said he was satisfied if (he appli- 
cation was granted, there would be three or 
four nt next meeting. He therefore moved 
that ihe prayer of Iho petition he not grauted. 
Carried. 

The Report of Ihe Quecnsvillc Commission- 
ers for 1858 and 1809 was then adopted as 
tati?factory. 

The Clerk was empowered to make the 
matter of assessment of A* Sutherland correct 
—and the mailer was thus diipmcd of* 

In reference to the communication from the 
Keceiver General's office, quite n spirited dis* 
cuf&ion arose, m Io what should be done svilh 
ihe money. Some wanted to put it out at in- 
terest on mortgages, others desired to purchase 
Provincial or Municipal Debentures. The 
following is a Uriel synopsis J— 

Mr. fttokes was of opinion thai tho moneys 
as fast as collected in, should be expended in 
Ihe purchase of Debentures, which would be 
in Mricl accordance .villi law. He was satis* 
fied ihe course heretofore pursued by this 
Council was illegal, 

Mr* ftouls said wc should place the money 
out lo make the most of il. The, way the old 
Council had managed this fond gave general 
satisfaction ; aud it we could not invest it to 
as good advantage for the people, we should 
withdraw, and let ihc old members come back 
to the Itaard* 

Mr, .Stokes said, Ihe way the old Council 
had transacted Ihe business was illegal ; aud 
he should never sanction an act that might 
eventually involve himself or the Township in 
difficulty. 

Mr. Kves said, Ihe Council, as such, could 
not invest il ; but the Clerk could lend it and 
reali/e to Ihe Township more than by purchas- 
ing Debentures. The Council never lent oue 
dollar of ihc money. - 

Mr. Stokes replied, it *ouhi be easy lo 
prove he was but acting as the agent of the 
Council, They could not hold the Clerk res- 
ponsible for a single cent of this money, if by 
any unforseeo circumstance it was lost, 

Mr. Kves thought otherwise ; and con* 
sidered either the Treasurer e» his bondmen 
hold«'n for every copper* 

The Clerk— Yes, to account for it either 
by mortgages, notes, or the cash, 

Mr Nichols had talked with Mr. Holborn, 
ibe late Councilman for the Ward [lie repre- 
sented, and that gentleman contended for the 
same views as expressed by Mr. Kves* Hut 
he (Mr* N,) was satisfied they could nol legal* 
ly loan the money on private security, through 
tbeir Clerk or as a Council. 

Mr* Souls said the money heretofore, had 
realzied about 10 percent. ; and he would be 
very terry if they were not as capable of let- 
ting to as good advantage as their predeces- 
sors- If they could not, as he before-remark- 
ed, lliey had better retire from ihe Council 
Board and give place lo the old inembtrs,™ 
There could be no difficulty in the mailer. 

The subject then dropped with, the under* 
standing that the Treasurer Has to pursue his 
former course in lending Ibis money* 

A iSy*Law wa» lh«*i> adopted, in reference 
to the petition from Qi'eensville, in accordance 
with (he prayer Ihereof. 

On motion of Mr* Kves, seconded by Mr. 
Souls ihe Auditors for 1838, were ordered to 
be paid $ I frfcl*. each. 

After dinner, a communication was read 
from ihe Bureau of Agriculture, slating that 
jC39 9s. H y awaited the order of the Muni* 
cipaliry, to be expended oh roads and bridges. 

After passing a printing account from ihe 
Era and Celonitt offices, the Council adjourn* 
ed, lo in*el at the call of the Reeve*

The aborc gentleman has been writing a 

nerics of letters and publishing Ihem in Iho To 

ronto Freeman, The last one refers to the 

relation of tbo Irish Catholics to the Upper 

Canada Keforrn parly, who, Mr* McGcc says, 

hold in common the following pojitic&l views: 

First, Hostility )o Toryism.
